to the state constitution upon which 
the citizens of Pennsylvania will vote 
next Tuesday. 


The first amendment is known as 


the equal suffiage 
amendment, the 


first section of which reads as fol- 
fows. 


Section 1.—Every citizen, male or 


female, of twenty-one years of age, 
possessing the 
following 
qualifica- 


tions, shall be entitled to vote at all 
elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General 
Assembly may enact. 


The other sections of the proposed 


amendment provide for the use of 
both male a*"1, female pronouns 11, 
the language of the act.
